In all Sepastments 
of industry, but especially in tin mining, a 
desire for European capital is expressed, which 
in the mining industry may be due, partly to 
the higher cost of labour, but also, no doubt, 
to the exhaustion of the deposits worksble at a 
profit by small -capitals. . Whatever’ may be 
‘the case with private capital in the hands of 
firms familiar with local conditions, it is ex- 
ceedingly important for public companies to 
mainta pn theie capital intact, and that with a 
fluctuating exchange 
ment of trading results which cont-ibutes yet 
‘another clement of gncertainty to bewilder 
the ‘ordinary shareholder. Depreciation of 
Western capital apart, the low value of the 
dollar’ seems to have been good for trade.
